Coming from the good family names of McCormick, Clarke, McGrath and Muldoon, I always look 
forward to celebrating St. Patrick's Day in all of its fullness—especially treating myself to several 
helpings of my Mom's Irish stew and soda bread... mmm... mmm... good! 

However, this year because St. Patrick's Day falls on Monday of Holy Week, the feast will not be 
celebrated liturgically in the universal church. Not even St. Patrick can trump Holy Week, which leads 
us into the greatest week of the Church year, the celebration of Triduum. Sorry, St. Patrick! 

"Triduum" comes from a Latin word simply meaning "three days." The celebration of Holy 
Thursday, Good Friday, and the Great Easter Vigil are not three separate liturgies, but one liturgy 
spread over three days. Or as Joni Osnes said at Gatherings of Grace this past Wednesday, Triduum is 
one liturgy with several naps in between. 

They say that the Easter Vigil is to the year what Sunday is to the week. In other words, when 
Catholics miss Easter Vigil they are missing their single most brilliant opportunity to proclaim their 
faith in Christ and what the Church holds most dear! 

Below are some action verbs that describe what takes place during the Easter Vigil Liturgy. Can 
you name the action each of these verbs symbolizes? How does each action help give flesh to the 
Paschal Mystery in our lives? Who knows, there might even be a prize for the one name them all. On 
second thought that might be impossible...

Easter was the first day when meat, eggs, and other 
foods could again be eaten. Although 

not an obligation, the special fast 
during the Triduum may still be 
observed, as well as the 
tradition of blessing food for the 
first meal of Easter. According to 
custom, food may be blessed before 
or after the Easter Vigil on Holy Saturday or on 
Easter Morning for consumption at the First Meal of 
Easter, when fasting is ended and the church is filled 
with joy." (Source: Book of Blessings)

Ready-made Cascarones may be purchased, but 
making them at home can be far more fun and meaningful.

Leader: (holding the cup with wine or juice in it) “On this Holy Thursday we bless 
this cup for use in our home. May we share of this cup with a renewed sense of 
family. Let our drinking from this one cup remind us that we are a family with a 
shared history and a future hope. When we drink of this one cup, let us commit 
ourselves to support one another in our times of hurt, pain and sorrow. (The cup 
is passed to each member in silence, and each drinks a portion from the one cup.) 

All: “Blessed be God and this family forever.”
